TWIN FALLS - Many farmers are finding the

Stewart N. Smith, who > spoke to aboul 300 
fanners at the opening session ot the ASCS' state 
convention at the Holiday nn Tuesday, said the 
act which came under iJ(1despread criticism 
three to four months ago li beginning to pickup 
defenders among the farmers. 

The legislation .jvas passed last fall In the 
middle of a nationwide farmers' strike. I( 
established a set aside program of 20 percent 
and set up a farmer-owned grain rrservc 
system. 

"Farmers didn't think it went far enough but 
we think It Is a step In the right direction," salS*'' 
Smith, a Maine potato-lermer. "There arc a lot 
moK smllN anuing farmers now than there 
were a few months ago; let me tdl you that." 

The ASCS ts the federal government's major 
price support agency for a number of farm 
commodities hKludlng grains,' sugar, wool, 
niohalr,and soy beans. 

Smith explained that the 1977 agriculture act

I two things: One, it encouraged farmers to 
plant only the acres needed to saUsiy the market 

at a reasonable price provided there are 
sufficient reserves to assure meeting the market 
commitments; and two. the reserve can draw 
excess slocks off the maritet In years when 
abnormally good weather cbuscb over- 
production. 

"While farmers were hoping for a 35 percent 
set aside, the administration came up with a 20 
percent. You have lo realize if we had cut back

The associate admlnlstrtor said the adminis- 
tration's farm program provides an adequate 
balance between supply and demand.

Smith graduated from Yale with an economics 
degree, and later received his mastew and 
doctorate degree to agricultural economics. 

Calling the reserve program the "ftmdamental 
essence of the wtiole su^^ly managemenL 
program.;' Smith said the rate at which wheat 
has been placed to this three-year fanner owned 
reserve In the past few weeks, shows that 



farmers know that it can strengthen the market 

place. 

He praised the edmtolstratioo's announce- 
ments of an expanded grain reserve, paid land 
diversion for feed grains, livestock grazing on 
wheat acreage, and a higher soybean loan rate. 

"These steps offer fanners the on»rtunlty to 
increase this year's net farm bKome by 13 to $3 
blUion."Smllhsald. . "
